Student Council, speaking for the 
student body.- For the very solemn 
occasion, participants on the pro- 
gram wdre their respective gownst 
The shocking news of the PresW 
denl’s death had by Friday eve- 
ning begun to be felt more deeply 
and in respect and in conjunction 
with the day of mourning, stu- 
dents of the University were dis- 
missed from classes Friday ev»- 
Ding until Mondhy morning. 

. Opening the convocation, the 
national anthem was sung by the' 
entire assemblage, under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Robert Howe Harmon 
with John Russell Mason at the 
piano. 

President Marvin stated the be- 
lief that "peace is only in the 
hearts of men" and is "ours to 
make a reality.” The general 
theme continued that the attain- 
ment of the hope of peace belongs 
to the people, and that Ih these 
anxious hours we are rededicattng 
ourselves under a "new lea4cr" 
given us by the laws of our gov- 
ernment at once upon the loss of 
another. 

The ides of look^g to the future 
was also brought out as Dean 
Elmer Louis Kayser, University 
marshal, mentioned the San Fran- 
cisco conference, and Dean John- 
stone spoke of President Roose- 
velt’s championship of freedom for 
people everywhere. Miss Smith’s 
comments recalled Mr. Roosevelt’s 
interest in education, especially ss 
demonstrated in the GI Bill of 
Rights dealing with education of 
veterans. 

The Chaplain, Fred E. Nessetl, 
pronounced the benediction follow- 
ing the singing of "Our God, Our 
Help ip Ages Past.”

• WARREN RFKD WEST, profes- 
sor of Political science and head 
of the department, verified the fol- 
lowing facts Sunday regarding the 
succession to the duties of former 
Vice-President Truman. A Vice- 
President's only official duties are 
acting as presiding officer of ' the 
Senate and succeeding to* the Presi- 
dency. } 

First of these was taken over by 
Senator Kenneth R. McKellar, D., 
Tennessee, dean of the Senate, who 
was elected president pro-tempore 
of the Senate last January to serve 
in the absence of the Vice-Presi- 
dent. There wilt therefore, be no 
Vice-President for the duration of 
President Truman’s term. 

Presidential Succession Act of 
1886 settled the line of succession 
to ths Presidential office following 
the removal, death, or retignation 
of a Vlce-Prealdent then holding 
the office. 

According to the act the line la 
a$’^'foUows: Secretary of State (Ed- 
warit R. Stettlnlus therefore Is 
next). Secretary of the Treasury, 
Secretary of War, Attorney Geo- 
tral.

Chrys Banner Dies 

a CHRYSTINE BANNER, student of the University 
since October, 1942, died at 8:45 p. m., Friday, April 
13, in Gallinger Municipal Hospital Chrystlne had 
been ill in the University Hospital since January 7 of 
this year with a respiratory disease which baffled the 
doctors of the city for three months. 

^ By Good Friday the doctors had diagnosed her ail- 
menrutuberculosis and her condition as critical. That 
same day sll^^as moved to Gallinger Municipal Hos- 
pital where shewed two weeks later. 

Chrys was 21. She attended Madison College, Har- 
risonburg, Vlrgin'a, in 1941-42, and then transferred 
to the University where she majored in economics. 
Miss Banner was employed by the State Department, 
World Trade Division- Chrys was a member of Phi 
Mu Fraternity, a reporter on the Senior Staff of the 
Hatchet, and a pledge of Phi Pi Epsilon, foreign serv- 
ice sorority. 

Funeral services were held at the home of her 
fattier. Dr. Warren A. Bannei, at Coebum, Virginia.
